Dear Mr. Minister: 

I hope that you have found recent events to be at least 
encouraging, if not entirely satisfying. There was a 
great deal of opposition, especially within the United 
States Congress, to withdrawing any portion of the semi- 
conductor sanctions. President Reagan went as far as he 
thought prudent in light of the data and the upcoming 
debate on trade legislation in the U.S. Senate. He 
concluded that a full lifting of the sanctions, before 
our data indicated compliance, would be unwise and could 
possibly result in a backlash, ultimately making what- 
ever trade legislation that i3 adopted worse for both 
Japan and the United States. 

I have also been told that you had fruitful discussions 
with our Department of Commerce on the various computa- 
tional differences. X hope that we can reach full 
agreement on methodology and thereby narrow our 
differences even further. 

I know that for many sound reasons you disagree with the 
sanctions and their continued imposition. We simply 
have an honest disagreement on this point. However, I 
am encouraged to say that the trends indicated by the 
data, if continued, should allow a further easing of the 
sanctions later in the year.
